reape that contentment to make our griefe knownero our bre- 
theren, &letring them vnderſtand our troubles,we ſhallmoue 
themto compaſſion withvs,it being a iuſt thing, thatas we are 
vnited togither by one ſelfe-ſame Religion, and hated forone 
cauſe, we ſhould be touched with one felfc-ſame and the like 
feeling. 

It is plaine and manifeſt to all the Realme of France, that 
there was a Sentence giuen, & Iudgement fent forch vpon'the 
ſame, for the attachment of the ſpirituall Land in the country 
of Bearn(ſo much ſpoken of ) which Sentence and Decree was 
giucn, withour hearing or permitting thoſe of the reformed 
Churches of this wy again(t all order of Iuſtice, ”

beheard ſpeake in their owne cauſe: And there are” but fewe- 
men, towhom it isnotknown, that for the ſpace of 51.yeares, 
our Miniſters (the Colledge and Garifon of Nauerreux) had 
their maintenance and cntertainmentonely, out of the ſame. 
No manlikewiſc is ignorant ofthe iuft Complaints that our 
Churches haue made,not onely againſt that Decree and Edit | 
made thereupon, but alſo againſt an other EdiCt cald the Sup- 
ply z wherby we were ſent out of the Country,to ſecke that en- 
tertainment, All thoſe that haue vnderſtood our cauſe, may 
calilye iudge-of the equity ot our Complaints, ſeeing that the 
ſoucraigne Court of Brara, by two Decrees made ar the pre- 
ſentation of thoſe Edits (and ofa Commiſſion)had declared, 
That there was no cauſe to iuſtifie-the ſaid Edidts, which oght 
to be acknowledged for iuſt, ſeeing tharthe generall Aſſcmbly 
of the Churches of the Religion 1n France, holden at Loudun 
with ſo great affection .& zcale, craucd and purſued the reuo- 
cation of that Arreſt and Edits: The ſaid complaints & pur- 
, fits likewiſe were iuſt, for thatthe King (bythe aduice of his 
Counfcll) grantedthe faid Afſembly.ſeauen monthes rime; ro' 
begin, from the ſcauenth of Aprill laſt, wherein the Churches: 
of Bearn ſhould be heard,and might make their complaints & 
declarations vnto his Maicftic, rouching the faid Decree and 
Edidts. Andietvs adde hereunto, for the better Inſtruftion'& 
ſatiſ}aQtion of thoſe that know it not, Thatthe general} Depu-' 
tics of the reformed: Churches ih France, during that time, 
ſecking and ſ>liciting the ſaid reuocation, Anſwer was giuen' 
them by the Kings Counſel]; tharthey muſt ſtay the comming; 
of the Churches of Beatn, And'his Maieftie bimrfelfebeing ar 
Bourdeaux, wrote vnto the Iudges of the Parliament of Pay, 
thathe did not diſlike, that the ſaid Churches ſhonld hauc the

TheKinghauing heard the Tenor of this Deeree, roughly 
ſent the Deputies away;and thereupon: determined and fully 
 reſolued to gac inta Bearne: whereupon,the Parliamenc being 
aducrtiſed of his deſigne,; to.appeaſc the Kings wrath, and to 
diuercthe cffe ofhisſeuerethreatnings, determined to verific 
his Edi&,without moderation or reſtraint whatſocuer: Vhat 
ſhould it hauc done, ſhould-it hane reſiſted a King that came 
with awrathfull ſpirit, accompanied with a puiſant 8 fearful | 
Army, to abate, caſtdowne & breake in pieces, all thoſe that 
ſhould refit and withſtand? The Edid being iuſtified, the 
Kings Attourney generall had charge to beare the verification 
of the ſame to the King, as ateſtimony of our obcdicnce and .

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ſubmiſſion :. who P42 all ready on his iourney ts 
Bearn,6& ſhewing himſcliebefore him as he was on theway,he 
preſentcd the verificati6 of the Edi vnco him, which was ac- 
cordindg to his pleaſure: But he being reſolutely determined 
co wake the Bernois feele the effeft and rigor of his wrath, 


' ſtaide not therefore,but went forward. Moſt puiſſant Prince, 


willnotyourgrace bepleaſed, in ſome meaſure to moderate 
your wrath? will you notatthis preſentſhew your ſelfe as gra- 
ciousand gentle vnto:your Subiedts, as you arc terrible and 
redoubted of your cnemics? ſhall that Country tharhathhad 
the glory to haue borne, nouriſhed in her boſome,and finally 
giucn France that great Herewleeztheterrorof the world: Hew- 
ry the great your Father, ſooncr ſeele:the arrowes of your in. 
dignation,then theeffesof your fauour and being preſence? 

Theneater that the King approached to Bearne, the Cours 
of Parliament attended and expeRted nothing but threatnings 
againſt this poore Countrey: it was already ordained to the 
pillage, and thoſe of the religionto the flaughrer, as an offe- 
ring to be made to appeaſe the Kings wrath. The papifticall 
EdiCt of the Towne of Morlz'as (preſented ſome dangerous 
accidents againſt vs) who to defend themſclues' from: the 
crofſe, marked their houſcs with a croſfe'; It was againſt the 
Paftors particularly that their malicecxtended, and ſpecially 
againſt thoſe , who being imployed 'fſhewed ſome rigor in 
maintaining the Churches cauſe; all cheirnames were knowne 
attheCourt ; theywere noted and marked by their faces; on 


all fidesthey were counſelled to flic into Rockes and holes in 


mountaines and Caues. In the meane time the King entred 
into the Countrey ; accompanicd with terror and feare. The 
Soldiers tooke, pilled, ranſacked,and hardly vſcd their Hoſtes, 
with immeaſurable infolency, their hands were imployed a- 
bout nothing but extortion and violence: Their mouthes ne- 
uer opened, i to blaſphemeand curſe God, and to threaten

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Miurious bloody i A” thoſcoftheReligionz 
whom they called rebels, traytors;bougens,olde forcerers,and 
an accurſed race ſpeaking of nothing bur fire, gibbits, and 
gallowes, They entredforcibly into rhe Churches, and being 
therein, brake and caſtdowne the Pulpits and ſeates. In the 
meanerime the Papiſts in the Countrey tryumphed and auda- 
Clouſly, bragged, whoſe laughters and infol:nt bchautours, 
Wetc,as many arrowes that pierced into the hearts of thoſe of 
the Religion,ſo muchaſtoniſhtd-for the preſent euils, and the 
fcare of fucure perils, that it ſeemed, that all thinges conſpired 
and contributed with enuy to. perſwade them, that they had 
met with another St.Bertholamenes.. . | 
The King comming to Pau, would accept ofno tryumpb, 
nor ioyfullwelcome or recciuing into-the- Towne; he would 
ſhow himfelfe, co-bearmed with wrath and diſpleaſure; and 
likea blazing Starre,which fore-fheweth. the death of ſome 
great Prince, and the ruyne of an Eſtate. Neuecrthelefle the 
Conluls of the Towne wentin their Liucries out into the ſub- 
. urbstorecoiuc him; preſenting the keyes of the Towne,zoge- 
ther with therteſtimony of rhe obedicnce and fidelitie of all 
the inhabitants vnto his Maieſty. The Iudge and others of the: 
Court of Parliament,in ſcarlet robes, fell downeat his feet to 
yeeld vnto him the aſſurance. of ſubiction and fidelity : but 
the King lookt 0n. thera with'a countenance full of indignati- 
on,and ſent them away with this anſwer in fewewords, which 
eatring into their cares, pierced their hearts : Saying, (when 
youſerue me better, Lwill bea-good Prince vato you) and in 
the meane time while they kneeledar his feet, preſenting their 
affections and liues in quality of moſt humble, moſt faithful, 
and moſt obedient Subiedts 8& ſcruants,ſome ſpakealoudeand 
faid,that they were worthy to be hangd vp,as traitors 8 rebels, 
The Church for her part,and the conſergerie of Pau alſo did 


their duties,and went to the King being inhis chambver,where 
kneeling . 
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kneeling downebefore him,$: ſpeakingby the mouth of Mon- 


ficur Pefarre one of their Miniſters , they preſented varo his 
Maicſty the fidelity of their hearts, conſecrated to his moſt 
humble ſcruice,as his moſt faithfull ſeruants and ſubieCts,pro- 
tcſting,that what flaunders and ealumniations ſocuer were im- 
poſed vpon vs,by ourcuill willers, our Religion commanded 


vs,to ſcruc, honor, obey and reſpec his Maicfty as our King z 


not only for feare,burt ſpecially ter Conſcienceſake. The King 
madchim anſwer andſaid, Serue me well and I-willloue you. 
This contentment wasa comfort vnto vs, agaiuft all ele ca- 
lumniations, and inſolent ſpeeches vſed againſt vs, that it was 
reported vnto vs,that by the mouths of the Cardinals and. Bi- 
ſhops thatrhen were preſent,and by the'generall conſent ofall 
thathcard vs, being no {mall —_ : The Churchreceiucd 
this teſtimony, that our Miniſter, had ſpoken worthily and 

moſt Chriftianlike. on} hong 
While his Maicſty ſtayad in Pau,who is able to rehearſe all 
the excefſcgcommitrrted againſt thoſe of the Religion? Ifa Mi- 
niſter - [30 ho was pointed at with their fingers; he was reui- 
led,and ladch with iniurics : how. many. of them received dife 
grace, were beaten, and hardly vſ{cd, openly .in tha ſtreets, for 
making open confeſfion that they profeſſed the refotmed Re- 
ligionz how many for feare of blowes, were conſtrained to . 
make the figne ofthe croile 2 how many vpon the generall day 
of Procefion were forced. with blowes of ſfaucs , to kneele 
downe on the ground to adore the hoſt, which with ſo. gteat 
pompe was caryed vndera Cannopy to blinde tne common 
peoples eyes ? Bur what (hall I ſay, rouching the prophanati- 
ons committedin Pau/s Church-?. The King contrary to that 
which he had ordained by his aufwers,to the afſemblics of the 
Bifhops, gauc the Church of thoſe of the Religion to the Pay 
piſts,and cauſed Maſle to be ſaid therein before ie went rom 
Pau : Thoſe that firſt cntredinto it, polluced that place by fo 
B 3 many 
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many abhominablc G4 that it is mauaile, that the 
earth did nottremble,& theroofeof the Churchfell not down 
to deſtroy them, But what other thing could they doe, to 
witneſſe,thar from that place they baniſhed the purity of Gods 
ſeruice,and the inuecation ofhis name, then by caſting forth 
ſuch execrable blaſphemies againſt the holy and venerable 
name of God? being not content therewith, they went vp in- 
roche Pulpit, and there ſung -impudenr aud villanous ſongs, 
and after that- filthily eaſed- their bodyes therein, caſting 
the Bible that they found in the Church foure times on 
the ground: and tare and puld'in peeces the table of Gods 
Commandements that hung on the walles, to witneſſe that 
they draue the truth of the word of God,and the obſcruations 
ofhis commandements out of the Church: | 
But this is norall;forI muſt tell you ofa moſtabhominable 
a& which deſcructh to bee puniſhed with a thouſand Tor- 
ments, and yet the Cardinals and Biſhops that heard thereof, 
laughed atir, arid the diſcourſe made thereof, ſerued in the 
Court for a matter of ſpore and paſtime. One of thoſe abho- 
- minableraſcals, who in thatmatrer handled the facred Com- 
mandemenes of God, hauing thereinread, Hearken 1/7 acl, with 
horribleblaſphemics crycd ont and ſaid, that Iſracl was ſome 
deuill whom choſe Buggercrs the Hugonites adored: and fo 
reitcrating both that name and thoſe blſphemous words, fu- 
riouſly fell vpon the table of thoſe diyine Commandements ; 
and thereupon tooke occafion to. teare them in many peeces. 
What ſaidſt thou blaſphemous. villaine, Thar Iſracll is the 
name of a Deuill> Oh little flocke (in the Scriptures called the 
Iſracl of God) is it poſſible that thy cnemics thould gine thee 
the name of Belial 2 Oh holy Angell of God,haſt thou permit- 
ecdthar good Patriarch 7c0b, to hate the name of Sathan, for 
the price and reward of his holy and conſtant wraſtling, but 
rather oh thou the moſt faithfull watchman ouer Iſracl!, that 
neucr 
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neuer ſleepcſt; be thou icalious of the honqur of thy name: 
thou haſt beard this blaſphemous word, and haſt ſcene this 
prophanevillaine, and heard his execrable ſpeaches, thatare 
miadea ieftand laughter tothe world.. Oh God ef vengeance, 
ſuffer themnot long to-goe vnpuniſhed, leaſt they ſhould ſay, 
where is their God? 

To report all the indignities done and offered to thoſe of 
the Religion,during the time of the Kings being in this Coun- 
trey,werea matterthatrequireth along ſubie&and great lea- 
ſure ; ſome other will ſhortly vndertaketo declare them ſeue- 
rally. it ſhall ſuffice for this preſent time to ſhew, that in the 
ame time,they fully witneſſed and make knowne what hatred 
againſtReligion, and what choller againſt thoſe that make 
profeſion thereof, they hauc conceiued; for their is no word 
that ifſueth from their mouths, nor ationnor motion of their 
bodies, which tendeth not thereunto, fo farre, that Monſieur 
de Paulo Preſident of the Court of Partiament in Thoulouſe ; 
ſpeaking to the Earle de Chembror, touching the ſtrange altera- 
tions thathad bin made in Bearne,eapable,as he ſaid, to trou- 
ble the peaceand tranquility of France, and to reduce matters 
to extremities, he made anſwer with a loude voyce (whereby 
many men of good quallity heard him; ſaying) you deceiue 

our ſelfe Sir: The Hugonites haue the quarterne ague ; They - 
_ bin ſicke a great tame, youſhall ſee otherthinges within 
theſe few dayes, for the King is reſolued to take all their places 
from them, either by force or willingly : take, and boldly take 
our Fortreſſes from vs, pull downe the walles of our Townes, 
beat downe our defences, but yet you cannot bercaue vs of 
that heauenly retra, and'moſt impugnable fortreſle of the 
power of God, which appcareth and ſheweth ir ſelfe in the 
conſeruation and defence of his Church. 

All theſe,moſt inſupportable things,haue bin followed and 
had theircourſe with many preiudiciall alterations aſwell " 

the 
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the Church,as in the a Wealth : which mighe ſuffici- 
ently exagerate the loffe of the Eccleſiaſtical pofſcfſions of the 
Churches lands, poſſeſſed and inioyed by them for the ſpace 
of 5 1.yeares. by good and auaileable Titles, as Edids, lerters 
Parcnts,and Decrees of Kings : and now what a pittifull thing 
it is,that two Biſhops, that liuc idlely, in delights & pleaſures 
ofthe world, ſhould ſwallow vp and encroach vpon all the 
poſſeſſions of the Church, and that. our Miniſters who inceſ- 
fantly labour in the Miniſtricof the word of God, to teach the 
people to feare God,and to obey the King,ſhould be conſtrat- 
ned,to ſeeke for their maintenance cle where > what griefe of 
hart is it,thatthoſe thatncuer arc in reft, but when they labour 
and ſtriuc againſt ys, ſhould draw & recciuea recompenceand 
reward fromvs? that they that make warre againſt ys, ſhould 
be payd by vs? That wolues ſhould cloth themſclues with the 
wooll,and nouriſh their bodies with the milke of the flecke? a 
pittious and lamentable condition ; we ſhall ſee two Biſhops 
abounding in riches, clcuated in Honors & Dignitics, and fil- 
ted with delights,march in Royall miner; butwhar ſay I, thae 

nw 2 yea, and that we ſhall bee conſtrained to 
contribute the Tenths of -our reuenewes to entertaine 
theſe flaſhes of lightning , and this worldly pompe and 
magnificence? a hard ſeruitude; weſhall be compelled to giue 
our bracelets, our care-rings, to be molten, tomake an Image, 
and ſhall hauc ne meanes to contribute any thing towards the 
build __ preparing of the Tabernacle: and to imploy our 
goods,for on ornament and beautifying of Babilon, while Te- 
ruſalem remaineth deſolate, and her gatcs burnt down by fire: 
can wee iadure to ſee Idolatry get the vpper hand, and ſeaze 
ypon our Churches,while for the pure ſeruice of God,and for 
the Preaching of his werd, we hauc no other couerture then 
the Skies, nor receptacle but the mountaines > In our Chur- 
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bin ſung,ve ſhall heare a C13 and barbarous ſound, and « 


company of babling Pricfts,exclaime againſt vs, and make our 
miſeries the ſubie& of their pleaſures? 

The ſtatc ought to ſcrue fora ſupportand proteGtion ofthe 
Church, and thoſe that arc aduanced to be Officers. in the 
State,ought to vic their authority of the conſeruation8& main» 
tenance + an" outill willers icalous of the peace andquict- 
neſle of the ſame, and impatient to ſec it flouriſh and proſper, 
know that well, and therefore haue effetted ſo much, that the 
Offices and authorities of thoſe of the Religion are taken away 
from them,and giuen vnro Papiſts;to the end,that che Churc 
holding no more by any branch, may by the leaſt ſhake be 
borne downe to the ground. The gouernment of Nauareux, 
having bin 51. yeares inthe hands of Monficur de Sees a Gen- 
tleman, on whom-theeyes.of cnuy-or hatred neuer ſo ſharpely 
Piercing,could never notenor perceiue the leaſt ſhadow whax 
ſocuer of infidelity rowards his Prince, who perceiuing him- 
ſelfe ro be very olde,and without Children,certain yeares paſt, 
obtaincd the reverſion of his gouernment for Monſicur de 
Zagr his Couſen,who inall his ations ſheweth the foor-ſteps 
and degrcesofarare & ſingular piety, and-in his body beareth 
the markes of his co ——— the Kings preſence at the 
ficgeof Amiens) receiued a ſhot with a Musket in his right 
ſhoulder,which hath berefe him of thefree vie of his Arme. 

Monſieur de Sales ſent him to Bourdeaux, with Monſieur de 
{a Force, to aſſure his Maicſty of the continuation of his adeli- 
ty,whobcing at the Court, he found that the enemies of the 
Religion had diſperſed ſome reportabroad that tended ro rhe 
preiudice of thefincerity of his affetions, which had pierced 
cuen ynto the cares, and almoſt into the thought of his Maie- 
ſty, bue comming into the Kings preſence, he diſperſed thoſe 
ſhadowes,and madcthe King plainely to ſce and perceiuc,that 
his aQtions were able to indure the tryall : Whercupon the 

King, 
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King, ſheweth him the wi to aſſurehim, that he was per- 
fwaded of his innocencie, exhorting him, to perfiſt inſeruing 
tim faithfully, and withall commaunded him to affure Mon- 
ficur de Sales of his fauonr atid good will. The King approach- 
ing to the Frontiers of this Country ; Monficur de Law pre- 
ſented himſelfe once againe vnto him , to reiccrate the prote- 
ſtations of his moſt humble and moſt faithfull ſeruice z not on- 
N in his owne, butalſo in thename of Monficur de Sales, moſt 
umbly beſeeching his Maicſtie to. beare with his great age, 
that would not permit him to preſent his body laden with 
yeares athis graces fect. The King receiuing thoſe words of 
obedicnce and fidelity from Monficur de Law , commaunded 
him to continueand goe forward in imploying his time for 
the benefit of his ſeruice. Wherewith hee returned well con. 
tented in minde, bur yponthe report that was ſpread abroad, 
of the Kings intent to [ce Nawrreuz, he went againe to ſpeake 
with him atPau, where Monſieur de L#jzes told him, and the 
King confirmed it with hisowne mouth, thathe had no other 
intent nor meaning but t6-ſce Nawarrenx, and that hee ſhould 
affure Monſicur de Sates,. that nothing ſhould be altered nor 
changed in the ſtate of that place. Monſieur de Zaw affuring 
himſelfe vpon thatpromiſe, which he thought to be inuiola- 
ble, contented himlſelte, and ſought toſertle and affure Mon- 
ficur de Sales minde and conceite to the contrary,being moued 
thereunto by diuers aduices giuen himfromall places,thathis 
goncrnmetit would be taken fromhim. 
The King gomming to Nauwryerx , at his entry into the 
Towne, Monſicur de Sales preſented the keyes thereof, and 
ſpeaking vnto him, ſaid: Sir, itis now aboue fifty yeares that 
I hauchad thceHonour to be gouernor of this place; God hath 
giuen me the grace alwaies to haue kept it well, not only inthe 
raigne of the King your Father deceaſed, buralſo in yours:and 
| Iamaſſured,, that if in your Court there be any of the King 
your 
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your Fathers old ſeruants; they will witnefſe that his Maieftie 
was well contented with my ſeruice,and affured himſelfe ofmy 
fidelity, I neuerhad a better defireto ferue, then Ihaue at this 
reſent: If your Maicſtic will accept thereof, as I moſthum- 
ly beſecch you, and inſigne of my obedience here are the 
keyesof the Towne,whichlI preſent vato you. The King made 
him anſwere, thathealwayes was aſſured , and ſtill did aſſure 
himſelfe moreand more of his good ſeruice , willing him to 
continueandprofitin ſeruinghim well , and he would be his 
good Maſter, and acknowledge his ſeruice in time and place 
when occaſion fell out, commaunding him to giue the keyes 
of rhe Towne to Monſicur le Marquis dela Force Captainc of 
his guards, and ſo he did. | 
Thoſe pleaſing and agreeable vvords of the King reioyced 
and comforted Monſieur de Sees, and vvith the ſame he began 
ro be ſom-what comforted: but an houre after the King cntred 
inco the Towne, he ſent him word, thathe would hauens 
more of his ſervice, and gaue the gouernment ro Monſieur 
de Puyane a Papiſt,and a Stranger, contrary to the lawes of the 
Country , whereby Strangers are excluded from thoſe char- 
ges z preſently thereupon all the inhabirants were diſarmed, all 
the Garriſon was diſcharged , thatis 120. Souldiers : Their 
Licutenant and Enfigne beard, ſixe Capraines , the Commiſ. 
ſary, the Controller,the Keeper of the Munition : The DoQor 
and the Apothicaric al! of the religion, and foure Companies 
of the Regiment of Picardie were brought in vntill Monſieur 
de Rnyane had gathered his compoſed of 300. men, Strangers 
and Papiſts.

A moſt pittifall and lamentable deſolation ! how could 
they dealeroughlicr with that yenerable old Gentleman, whG 
the moſt impudent calumniation durſt not accuſe them aſter 
50. ycares and vpwards of his ſeruice, ſhametully to diſplace 
him of his gouernment, and thereby layd his gray and weake

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age, with ſo ſenſible an of6)) : Whar pirtie is ir, that he 
whoall his life time had liued in honor and authority,he that 
by the length and fidelity of his ſervices, pertwaded himſelfe 
that hehad ſetled that charge in his owne houſe, now in his la- 
tcr daics,ſhould fee him lofi laden with ſhame, and from ſo 
eminent a placc, reduced toa priuate ſtate,while a ſtranger 
layd hold on his ſpoiles, and walked like a peacocke vpon the 
rampers and walls of Naarreux, which his. father and heat 
other times couragiouſly defended, againft the inuafion of 
{traogers. It is certaine - @ the hatred againſt religion is ex- 
cclliue greart,ſecing that neither the long feruice,ot chatanci- 
cat Knight, his fidelity without reproch z nor his teares could 
mollifie the hearts of thoſe thathad induced and incited the , 
King, to ſuch a ſeuere reſolution. 

ow hard and troubleſome itwas to Monficur deLeyy thac 
had the reuerſion of that his Vacles gouernment, was recci- 
ucd thercein,and had taken his oath accordingly, that had ſer- 
ued the King commanding with. honour aboue 2 5. yeares 
oucra company. of the regimet of Naxarre,lamed inthe ogy 
ſeruicc, & one that could not be accuſcd of infidelity or diſo- 
bedicnce, and fora recompence of all his ſeruices to ſeehim- 
ſelfe in the face ofall the Court put from his charge,and made 
che ſubicCt and matter of the ſcoffings, workes and iefts ofour 
cnemiss, Vhat griping griefe muſt it needes be, vnto a gene- 
acrous heart,ſencible Sltke force of honor: poore and deſo- 
late inhabitanes of the towne, that arcall of the religion, vn- 
lefle ir-be one Apoſtate? what comfort and conſolation can 
mitigate your griefe in this feeling of ſo whot in affliction, 
but with what words, and mourning weeds, can or may we 
ſet forth and ſhew that the deplorable ftare and miſcrable con- 
dition of ſix ſcore Souldicrs, moſt of them inhabitants ofthe

Butby what counſel! was it done, that ourill willers ſceke(by 
making vs loſe this place) to giue vs ſo great a ſubict com- 
laint? hauc not we defended the ſame with the price of our 
lood, againſtthe audatious enterpriſe of the Papiſts,that had 
driven Queenc Joaxeourt of the Countrie, and by treaſon,re- 
bellion, and reuolting, had gotten all the reſt of this ſtate into 
theirhands? Is it not we, who in recompence of our fidelity, 
hauc poſſeſſed the ſame 60. yeares vnder the Kings ſeruice? 
Theſe Titles onely were ſufficient and authentique ſeeing they 
were grounded ypon ſo long a poſſeſſion, 1igned and ſealed 
with the fidelity and blood of our fathers : and yer this is 
notall. By the EdiCt of Nantes it was agreed, that all the 
places and Garrifons, which were in poſſeion of thoſe ofthe 
Religion, and not in time to come to be taken from them, and 


at the ſame time more were giuen them, which after that by . 


many Edi&s and Declarations, hath bin confirm:d, after 
chat our Churches by the Kings permiſtion, were vnited with 
thoſe of France, as all the world knoweth; this graunt made 
by the Edict of Nantes in fauour of the Churches of France, 
was inlarged in our fauour by the expreſſe Declaration 
madeby his Maieſtie to the ſupplication preſented by the laſt 
generall aſſembly held in Rochell ; who then would bee ſo 
obſtinate to doubt whether Nawarreux ſo long time holden 
by vs, in the time of peace, and many ycarcsbefore, ſhould 
not ſtill be kept by vs > What manner of malice is this? 
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who would maintaine and (07 that it could be taken awa 


fromvs, without oucrchrowing of ſo many Edidts, and decla- 


rations, which o:ght to befirme and inuiolable > 
Butnow againe {ce how tarre they proceed tothe ſipreame 


' degree of ftubbornnefle and malice, and yet after all that, the 


molt bitrerreſt perſons mult holde their tongues,and make no 
anſwer. The King and his Counſell, knowing that out of the 
Eccleſiafticall lands of the Churches or Miniſters Colledge 
and Garriſon of Nawarreux and other charges were maintai- 
ned & vpholden, ordained by his Decree,that another meanes 
ſhould beafſignedvnto vs,for the ſupplying therof,and name. 
ly for the entertainment of the Garriſon of Nauarrcux, which 
afterward was more expreſly declared in the Edi of ſupply; 
verified in the Parliament of Pau. What more formall procee- 
ding could be deſired then this Edi, which was made in our 
fauour : then this Edit I fay, which was onely a mcanes for 
our aſſurance? his Maicſty there affigned a meanes for the Gar- 
riſon of Nauarrcux ; was not thata witneſſe confirmable to fo 
many other Edicts and declaritions, to ſhew that this place 
ought not to be taken my from vs? Puiſſant King, is it pofſi- 
ble that within 4.dayes after the verification of this Edi@t, a- 
gainft ſo many other reaſons, and ſo many other Edids, that 
ought to aſſure this place vato vs : you would take it away 
fromvs? Alas, wehaue faid it, andarcagaine conſtrained to 
reiterate the ſame; pardon vs noble Prince, it. is not againft 
your royall Maicſty , that our clamours and complaints are 
made, but againſt therage and malice of our enemies, which 
haue done you that wrong, not to permit your promiſes to be 
inuiolable, Hauing taken Nauarreux from vs, they began to 
turne the State vpſide downe, and therein to make alterations 
preiudiciall to the Religion: Garriſons were put into all the 
Townes,to oppreſſc the liberty of che Countrey,befides the 4, 
Companies KL arc in Nauarreux,in Orthes they put 6.Com- 
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panies ofthe regiment of Picardie : in Sanuererre 4. Compa- 
nies ofthe regiment of Champaigne:as many in Oloronof the 
ſame regiment : and a company of light Horſemen in Nay. 
Who can ſufficiently declare the great exceſſes and diſorders 
which thoſe people yndertake in a Countrey, where they are 
as it were animatcd by the hope of pillage? VWho can without 
horrortcll and ſpcake of the horrible blaſphemies that they 
belch forch againſt God, and the iefts and ſcorntull brauadoes 
which they vomit out of their mouths againft thoſe of theRe- 
ligion ?-whart a ſeruitude it is to live like flaues at home in our 
ownc houſes, and as ſtrangers inthe Towne ? to ſce our ſtreets 
full of Corcelets, Pikes and Muskatiers ; our meanes, and our 
liues, in the power of the enemies of ourReligion; ready, if 
God did notreſtraine their impetuofiric by his prouidence: 
aſſaile vs,and co put their tyrannous intents in cxecution. 

All che Countrey concerning Martiall gouernment is diui- 
ded into 6.parts,which are called Parſans:cuery Parſan alwaies 
had a Captaine that commanded oucr the Souldiers vnder 
the Kiags Licutenant, moſt ancient Officers; and as it were 
ordained at the firſtbeginning of the State: all thofe 6, Cap- 
raines were of the Religion,but whavfell out 2 Enuy could not 
endure that,that remnant of authoritic ſhould continue in the 
hands of thoſe of the religion; but rather ro weaken them all 
together,and onely to let rhem goe and {capeaway with their 
lives, the ſayd 6. Captaines were diſchargeq, without” any 
crime or off:nce impoſed vpon them,and in therr places,there 
was anew Officer made in the Countrie, that 1s, a Prouoft 
Marſhall with certaine Archers to attend him, and rhat Office 


| = to a Papiſt: Whar an alteration of affaires is this, To 


upprefſc the auncient Officers, and ro make new,onely to ad- 
uance the Papiſts, and to raiſe them to a formal! greatnes,and 
to imbace thoſe of the religion, and reduce them to a pitritull 
and lamentable condition?

And further, Monſieur de Berner the chicfe Baron of Bearn, 


(whoſe auncefters haue madethemſclues famous; in reſpett of - - 


their fincereaffeQion,and loyalty to the Kings {eruice, and the 
conſeruation of the Countries liberty, ) had a grant in poſle(- 
ſion, from father to ſonne of the chiefe Precedence inthe 
State: But cnuy could not endure that a moſt affeRioned fa- 
mily to thereligion, ſhould be in poſſeſſion of that dignity, 
and therefore ſought to diſpoſſefſe him thereof, to inueſt the 
Biſhops with the ſame; and the better to bring their deſiring 
to effe, a bruit was ſpreadabroad in the Court, that it was 
not good for Monſicur de Bernac to ſtay in Pau, and that if he 
preſented himſclte, he ſhould ſerue for an offering to redeeme 
and recompence the diſobedience of Bearn: aduicewas giuen 
bimfrom al places, by men of greateſt quality in the Court, 
thache was appointed to bean example, and anabaſhment to 
therebells: he chuſing rather to looſe his eſtate, then his head 
in Court,reſolucd to keepe himſelfe ſecretly in one of his hous- 
ſes, and in his abſence, the Biſhops were inſtabled, withour 
any contradiction,in thePrecedence of the States,and by that 
mecanes,thcy had places inthe Counſell or Parliamentnext to 
the Preſidents, and free voyces therein to Iudge of all affaires, 
ſpecially ofthoſe of the religion, alchough one of the Biſhops 
had a Couſin that fate in the fame Parliament, and that bythe 
law of the Country, the Vnclc and the Couſin cannotbe Tud- 
Hes in one cauſe and company, Bur when there is any thing to 

e dene that may diſaduantage thoſe of the religion, there is 
2 law which they will not violate, nor cuſtome which they 
care not to breake, . 

Bur this isnot all, Bearn is vaited vnro France, and by this 
Vnion the whole cſtare thercof is turned vpſide downeward :

ken thoſeof the religion, Monficur de Zeſcyn the Kings Coun- 
ecllor,would neuer conſent varo the verification of the Kings 
Edi touching the Spirituall liuings,burſtill in the Countrie, 
inthe Court, and inthe generall aſſembly did maintaine Gods 
cauſe , and the Churches right with an inuincibleand impene- 
rable vigure and conftancic, he was hated in the Court, and 
diligently ſought for, and being nor found, he was ſummoned 
toappcare within twice 24. houres, and ours, rms.» Was 
prohitited from exccuting his charges Moſt brauc and gene» 
rous wraſtler, recciue, I pray thee, this prohibition for an ho.
